BOOK  ONE ,  COLLEGE 


THE  unfinished  task  that  has  busied  Colo- 
rado College  and  its  long  line  of  Admin- 
istrations, Faculties,  and  Student  Bodies 
during  the  past  sixty-two  years  is  a  task  that  must 
of  necessity  remain  forever  unfinished;  it  is  a  self- 
perpetuating  work  that  embraces  two  processes — 
questioning  and  finding  answers  that  suggest  more 
questions.  The  success  of  the  College  depends  not 
upon  the  attainment  of  any  definite  goal,  but  upon 
constant  progress  in  the  dissemination  of  knowl- 
edge and  the  development  of  understanding  atti- 
tudes and  true  wisdom  among  those  who  come  to 
her  for  advancement. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  the  administration  of 
President  Thurston  J.  Davies,  who  has  proved  more 
and  more  conclusively  to  be  a  capable  organizer 
and  leader  and  a  true  devotee  of  student  welfare. 
He  has  injected  a  new  life  into  faculty  circles  and 
into  the  campus  as  a  whole.  Entering  his  office  in 
a  period  of  depression,  he  has  worked  tirelessly 
toward  the  economic  and  academic  betterment  of 
Colorado  College.  Even  newer  in  the  administra- 
tive group  is  Dr.  Thomas  H.  Rawles,  Dean  of 
Freshmen  and  Director  of  Admission.  He  came  to 
Colorado  College  from  Yale  University. 

Seven  members  of  the  administration  and  fac- 
ulty of  Colorado  College  are  listed  in  "Who's  Who 
in  American  Education"  for  this  year.  They  are: 
President  Thurston  J.  Davies,  Dean  W.  V.  Lovitt, 
Dean  Louise  W.  Fauteaux,  Dean  James  G.  McMur- 
try,  Miss  Amanda  M.  Ellis,  associate  professor  of 
English,  Mrs.  Anne  B.  Sutton,  assistant  professor 
of  Modern  Language,  and  Dr.  George  L.  Anderson, 
instructor  in  History. 

This  year  witnessed  the  opening  of  the  new 
Colorado  Springs  Fine  Arts  Center.  The  building, 
in  architecture  and  in  purpose,  is  a  symbol  of  prog- 
ress and  of  modernism. 

Next  September,  the  College  and  the  city  of 
Colorado  Springs  will  celebrate  the  one  hundredth 


anniversary  of  the  birth  of  General  William  Jack- 
son Palmer,  founder  of  Colorado  Springs  and  one 
of  the  first  supporters  of  Colorado  College.  Gen- 
eral Palmer  was  one  of  the  most  picturesque  figures 
of  the  Pikes  Peak  region  in  its  early  days.  He  built 
the  Denver  and  Rio  Grande  Railway  and  had 
numerous  mining  and  real  estate  interests  through- 
out a  wide  territory  centering  in  the  city  he  planned 
— Colorado  Springs. 

The  progress  that  Colorado  College  is  making 
is  signified  in  a  considerable  increase  in  this  year's 
enrollment  over  that  for  the  previous  year.  The 
students  come  from  thirty-four  states,  Alaska,  China 
and  Turkey. 

It  is  quite  fitting  that  the  keynote  of  this  year's 
Nugget  and  of  Colorado  College  be  the  unfinished 
task.  Both  from  the  standpoint  of  the  College  and 
in  the  eyes  of  the  students,  the  work  of  education 
is  a  ceaseless  procession  of  advancement  of  learn- 
ing, of  relearning,  and  of  revision  of  learning.  The 
scientist  in  his  laboratory,  the  writer  at  his  desk, 
the  lawyer  at  the  bar,  the  industrialist  in  his  office, 
the  merchant  in  his  store,  the  professor  in  his  class- 
room, the  doctor  at  the  sick-bed,  the  government 
official  in  the  centers  of  rule — all  these  profit  by 
education,  all  advance  in  their  particular  fields  of 
accomplishment  in  proportion  to  their  progressive 
advancement  in  the  fields  of  learning  related  to 
their  endeavor.  Likewise,  Colorado  College  pro- 
gresses as  it  improves  upon  its  service  to  the  people 
by  bettering  its  methods  of  instruction,  by  increas- 
ing its  education  facilities,  and  by  making  available 
to  an  increasing  number  of  men  and  women  the 
benefits  of  the  higher  learning.

Book  Two  *  Pictorial 


IT  IS  difficult  for  pictures  to  portray  the 
grandeur  and  beauty  of  the  mountains  that 
rise  near  the  campus  of  Colorado  College. 
The  form,  the  shape,  the  position  of  these  natural 
skyscrapers  may  be  registered  on  paper;  they  may 
be  surveyed,  photographed,  drawn,  painted — but 
the  innate  spirit  of  them  is  something  that  one 
must  see  with  his  own  eyes  if  he  wishes  to  witness 
it.  The  countless  moods  that  Pikes  Peak  demon- 
strates are  a  study  in  themselves  each  day  the  peak 
is  different.  It  is  ever-changing  in  appearance;  yet 
it  is  sublime  in  its  constancy  of  purpose.  Under 
the  snows  that  cover"  it,  despite  the  rains  that  wash 
it  and  the  winds  that  blow  it,  regardless  of  the  sun 
that  shines  on  it  and  the  clouds  that  shade  it,  it 
towers  always  above  its  sister  peaks,  a  source  of 
pleasure  permanently,  an  inspiration  to  him  who  is 
discouraged  and  a  challenge  to  him  who  would 
care  to  attain  the  rocky  summit.  Perhaps  men 
may  do  well  to  follow  its  example,  having  divers 
moods  and  many  interests  and  still  remaining 
faithful  to  the  one  great  purpose  they  have  set  for 
themselves  in  life.  Men,  like  the  mountains,  should 
be  sources  of  pleasure  to  the  eye,  of  comfort  to  the 
soul,  and  of  inspiration  to  the  spirit. 

But  not  everything  about  the  campus  must  be 
beautiful  and  grand;  the  day-to-day  routine  (to- 
gether with  the  things  that  are  not  routine)  of 
campus  life  is  a  panorama  of  human  emotions — a 
study  in  fun  and  strife,  in  love  and  petty  wars,  in 
mockery  and  pretense  and  truth  and  sincerity.  Here 
is  the  origin  of  Joe  Collegiatism  and  the  culmina- 
tion of  parental  hopes — and  fears.  Here  is  inde- 
pendence, group  spirit,  individualism,  regimenta- 
tion, leadership,  and  followership.  The  snapshots 
that  preserve  spots  of  daily  doings,  pictorial  cam- 
pus patter,  are  perhaps  more  valuable  than  any- 
thing else  in  recalling  to  memory  the  thoughts  and 
activities  in  which  men  and  women  indulge  during 
their    college    careers.      Who    knows    what    long, 


almost  interminable  series  of  reminiscences  may  be 
called  up  by  a  very  small  picture  of  someone  stand- 
ing on  his  head  on  the  porch  of  a  fraternity  house? 
Who  knows  what  flood  of  memories  will  deluge 
someone  who  sees  a  snapshot  of  his  campus  love 
playing  hop-scotch  on  a  sidewalk  or  strolling  down 
a  shaded  lane  with  someone  else? 

Then  there  are  the  queens  who  have  won  the 
honors  and  the  hearts  of  the  campus  because  of 
their  beauty  of  face  and  figure.  Colorado  College 
has  much  pride  in  these  representatives  of  the  beau- 
tiful women  on  her  campus.  Physical  beauty  is 
not  always  essential  to  success  in  life,  but  it  is 
definitely  an  asset  to  those  who  have  it  and  to  the 
places  that  they  grace.  In  the  beauty  that  one  finds 
on  the  campus  of  Colorado  College  there  are  re- 
flected the  healthfulness,  the  sparkle,  the  color  that 
symbolize  the  climate  and.  the  atmosphere  of  the 
Pikes  Peak  region. 

The  pictures  of  mountain  grandeur,  the  pic- 
tures of  campus  life,  the  photographs  of  beauty 
queens — all  these  have  to  do  with  the  unfinished 
task  of  Colorado  College.  The  mountains  and  the 
general  beauty  and  freshness  of  the  setting  of  the 
College  have  the  effect  of  spurring  on  the  efforts 
of  those  who  study  and  of  those  who  teach,  just 
as  they  spurred  on  those  who  built  the  West.  The 
mountains  are  the  source  pf  a  perennial  inspira- 
tion, irresistible  and  undefiable. 

The  daily  life  on  the  campus  is  a  constant  ex- 
pression both  of  the  serious  bents  of  individuals 
and  groups  and  of  the  trivial  and  fun-loving  in- 
stincts that  permeate  their  desires.

Book  Three  ,.  Organizations 


THERE  are  several  categories  of  organiza- 
tions on  the  campus  of  Colorado  College. 
Social  fraternities  exercise  more  influence 
on  their  members  than  any  other  force.  National 
honorary  fraternities  and  local  honor  groups  en- 
courage excellence  in  scholarship,  in  athletics,  and 
in  special  fields  of  endeavor.  Legislative  groups, 
activity  and  interest  clubs,  managerial  groups,  and 
publications  staffs,  all  have  their  definite  functions 
to  perform  in  coordinating  campus  life  and  in  pro- 
moting activities  that  are  of  interest  and  value  to 
every  student  in  Colorado  College.  The  wide  range 
of  available  activities  makes  it  possible  for  almost 
any  student  to  participate  in  at  least  one  extra- 
curricular sport  or  endeavor  that  broadens  him  and 
gives  him  an  opportunity  to  associate  with  others 
whose  interests  are  largely  the  same  as  his  own. 

In  educational  value,  organizations  emulate  the 
classroom  when  they  are  efficiently  directed  and 
enthusiastically  supported.  Such  groups  as  the 
Tiger  and  Nugget  staffs  afford  the  opportunity  for 
real  business  experience  and  highly  valuable  prac- 
tice in  organization  and  direction.  Koshare,  the 
Debate  Club,  and  similar  groups,  make  it  possible 
for  one  to  gain  first-hand  knowledge,  through  ex- 
perience, of  the  essences  of  dramatic  production, 
presentation  of  ideas,  and  other  hobby-interests 
which  sometimes  develop  into  life  work  for  those 
who  begin  to  take  an  active  interest  in  them  only 
as  "outside"  activities. 

Other  groups  serve  to  maintain  college  morale 
and  school  spirit.  Such  organizations  are  the 
women's  Tiger  Club  and  the  men's  Growlers'  Club, 
which  are  pep  promoters,  and  the  "C"  Club  and 
the  Red  Lantern  Club,  which  operate  largely  to 
preserve  and  enforce  the  traditions  of  the  College. 
The  legislative  bodies,  all  of  which  are  electoral, 
guide  student  policy  and  supply  nuclei  for  campus 
activities  involving  various  groups  which  they  con- 
trol. Fraternity  relations  are  outlined  by  the  Inter- 
fraternity  Council,  which  acts  as  arbitrator  in  inter- 
fraternal  differences  and  as  coordinator  and  blender 


of  fraternity  and  faculty  purposes.  A  similar  func- 
tion is  performed  for  the  women's  fraternities  by 
the  Pan-Hellenic  Council.  The  Publications  Board 
chooses  the  ablest  persons  to  manage  and  edit  the 
student  publications.  The  Associated  Women  Stu- 
dents and  the  Quadrangle  Association  promote  so- 
cial activities  among  the  women  of  the  College  and 
formulate  rules  to  govern  the  dormitories,  in  the 
Administrative  Council  of  the  Associated  Students 
of  Colorado  College  there  is  a  supreme  governing 
body  of  the  College — a  group  of  centralized  power 
and  responsibility,  with  which  the  Administration 
of  the  College  may  work  in  carrying  out  progres- 
sive programs  for  student  betterment  and  for  the 
improvement  of  Colorado  College. 

Each  of  these  groups,  together  with  each  of 
the  many  organizations  not  mentioned  here,  per- 
forms certain  definite  functions  which  render  it  of 
value  to  the  College.  Each  group  serves  to  in- 
crease the  interests  and  to  extend  the  abilities  of  its 
members.  The  bodies  that  contribute  most  to  the 
unfinished  task  of  Colorado  College  are  the  fra- 
ternities. So  essential  are  their  functions  that  they 
deserve  a  partial  analysis  here. 

The  term  "social  fraternities"  is  properly  ap- 
plied here  in  its  broadest  sense,  for  fraternities  on 
the  campus  of  Colorado  College  perform  all  the 
basic  social  functions  and  do  a  great  deal  to  mold 
the  social  relationships  of  their  members  after  they 
leave  college.  Interfraternity  competition,  tea 
dances,  fraternity  tables,  even  chapter  meetings,  are 
subsidiary  and  incidental  performances  which  be- 
come of  true  importance  only  in  consideration  of 
the  effect  they  have  in  socializing  the  members. 
"Socializing"  does  not  refer  to  regimentation;  it 
consists  of  a  process  of  enabling  a  person  to  live 
satisfactorily  in  groups  of  people  of  various  abili- 
ties, interests,  desires,  and  opinions.  It  involves  the 
cultivation  of  patience  and  tolerance,  gentlemanli- 
ness  and  self-respect,  loyalty,  helpfulness,  and  self- 
reliance.

Yearbooks  inevitably  suffer  from  the  same  perennial  mistakes.  Con- 
sider a  college  which  yearly  changed  the  composition  of  its  entire 
administration  and  faculty.  You  inherit  no  experience,  no  foundation, 
only  a  name,  a  position,  and  a  tradition.  If  you  wish  to  create  instead 
of  copy,  you  must  in  less  than  a  year  perfect  an  organization  that 
comparable  businesses  have  taken  many  years  to  establish. 

Mr.  Warren  Chappell  was  our  inspiration  and  adviser,  to  whom 
the  greatest  appreciation  would  be  little  enough.  Paul  E.  Boucher 
cooperated  wholeheartedly  when  the  going  was  toughest,  as  did  Jack 
Cheley,  and  Orville  Trainor.

The  Debating  Team 

To  Professor  George  Sutherland  McCue,  who  was  faced  with  the  unenviable  assignment  of  filling  the 
shoes  of  William  D.  Copeland,  former  debate  coach,  goes  much  of  the  credit  for  the  successful  year  expe- 
rienced by  the  Colorado  College  debaters.  He  fashioned  the  1935-36  varsity  debating  squad  from  three 
experienced  members  of  past  teams  and  three  new  aspirants. 

The  College  debate  team  took  part  in  thirty-five  debates  with  schools  from  six  states.  In  addition, 
debates  were  held  before  local  audiences  in  the  Palmer  Pit  and  before  the  open  forum.  They  represented 
Colorado  College  in  the  Denver  Speech  Conference  on  February  13-15  and  attended  the  Eastern  Division 
meet  at  Gunnison  on  February  20  and  21. 

Several  interesting  types  of  debating  were  employed  for  the  first  time  this  year.  Heckling  and  audi- 
ence discussion  were  a  stimulus  to  thorough  preparation  and  a  non-compromising  search  for  the  truth. 

The  major  question  of  the  year  was  one  of  great  political  significance  and  one  which  has  assumed 
paramount  importance  in  the  last  two  years,  namely:  "Resolved,  That  Congress  Should  Have  the  Power  to 
Override  by  a  Two-Thirds  Vote  the  Decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court." 

With  several  of  the  experienced  debaters  returning  next  year,  future  prospects  look  exceptionally  bright.

Book  Four  ,.  Athletics 


/fl  N  important  part  of  the  unfinished  task 
ff-\\  of  Colorado  College  is  the  maintenance 
f  1|  of  a  well-balanced  athletic  program, 
both  intercollegiate  and  intramural.  Coach  "Bully" 
Van  de  Graaff  and  his  assistants,  and  especially  the 
teams  they  have  coached,  have  made  a  glorious 
name  for  the  College  on  the  Rocky  Mountain  grid- 
iron. In  spite  of  the  fact  that  Colorado  College  has 
less  man-power  than  any  other  member  of  the 
Rocky  Mountain  Conference,  and  in  spite  of  the 
consistent  refusal  of  the  College  and  of  Coach  Van 
de  Graaff  to  subsidize  athletes  either  directly  or 
indirectly,  Colorado  College  gained  fifth  place  in 
the  Conference  this  year.  The  total  score  amassed 
by  the  Tigers  in  this  year's  football  season  is  60; 
the  total  score  gained  in  competition  with  the 
Tigers  is  73. 

In  basketball,  the  Tigers  placed  fourth  in  the 
Eastern  Division;  however,  the  total  of  points  made 
by  Tigers  in  all  games  played  this  season  is  837, 
which  gives  Colorado  College  a  favorable  margin 
of  64  points  over  the  total  of  773  credited  to  all 
Tiger  opponents.  These  figures  show  the  real 
ability  and  undefeatable  spirit  of  the  players;  they 
are  symbolic  of  Tiger  fight  and  Tiger  determina- 
tion. 

Coach  Van  de  Graaff's  attitude  toward  the 
whole  matter  of  intercollegiate  competition  in  the 
major  sports  is  responsible  for  much  of  the  fine 
showing  Colorado  College  has  made,  particularly 
on  the  football  field.  He  realizes  that  a  small  col- 
lege cannot  hope  to  compete  successfully  with  a 
large  university  unless  it  buys  material  for  its 
teams,  and  to  that  method  he  will  not  resort.  He 
believes  that  the  ideal  arrangement  would  be  for 
each  college  to  choose  its  own  competitors  among 
other  colleges  that  compare  with  it  in  size  and 
agree  with  it  in  their  attitude  toward  the  Amateur 
Code.  As  long  as  small  colleges  continue  to  com- 
pete  with    larger   institutions,   their   determination 


should  be  not  necessarily  to  win  every  game,  but  to 
do  their  best  against  whatever  odds  they  face.  For 
small  colleges  fighting  against  insurmountable  odds, 
victory  lies  not  in  gaining  the  higher  score  in  the 
game,  but  in  demonstrating  consistent  good  sports- 
manship, unflinching  courage,  and  unabating  perse- 
verance in  the  face  of  the  toughest  opposition.  The 
man  who  plays  football  for  the  love  of  the  game, 
who  feels  the  tinge  of  victory  in  a  battle  well  con- 
tested even  though  the  score  is  against  him — the 
man  who  knows  how  to  be  happy  in  defeat  and 
gentlemanly  in  victory — has  gained  enough  from 
his  participation  in  college  football  to  repay  him 
fully  for  all  the  work  and  sacrifice  his  participation 
has  involved,  and  he  has  contributed  enough  to 
college  morale  amply  to  justify  football's  position 
of  honor  in  collegiate  halls  and  fields. 

The  minor  sports,  such  as  track,  tennis,  base- 
ball, and  golf,  make  it  possible  for  many  men  to 
participate  in  intercollegiate  contests  without  enter- 
ing the  field  of  the  major  athletic  activities.  They 
afford  an  opportunity  for  health-building  and  skill- 
developing  exercise. 

Intramural  sports  encourage  the  same  competi- 
tive spirit  among  fraternities  that  intercollegiate 
sports  foster  among  colleges.  Not  only  are  group 
loyalties  stimulated,  but  individual  initiative  as  well 
is  inspired.  Although  intramural  teams  are  com- 
posed largely  of  men  who  are  unable  to  find  places 
on  all-college  teams,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  keen 
competition  in  these  contests.  From  basketball  and 
touch  football  to  horseshoes,  intramural  sports  offer 
a  wide  field  of  athletics  that  is  open  in  one  phase 
or  another  to  almost  every  man.  Many  men  find 
that  they  are  sorely  in  need  of  such  athletic  partici- 
pation in  order  to  enable  their  bodies  to  maintain 
good  health  during  the  long,  sedentary  winter 
months.  Thus  intramurals  enter  into  the  unfin- 
ished task  of  building  sound  bodies  in  which 
healthy  minds  may  better  thrive.

The  record  num- 
ber of  recruits,  20  of  whom  were  sophomores,  most 
of  them  with  valuable  freshman  experience,  gave  a 
hopeful  aspect  to  the  situation  facing  mentor  Van 
de  Graaff  in  the  replacement  of  such  stars  as  Frank 
Von  Steeg,  Shelley  Williams,  Clanton  Roach,  Red 
Le  Master,  Steve  Andrews,  Cochrane,  Shakas  and 
Sutak. 

C.  C.  0;  D.  U.  19.  In  their  initial  game  of  the 
season  the  fighting  Tigers  found  the  brawny  grid- 
sters  from  D.  U.  too  much  for  them.  The  inex- 
perienced eleven,  made  up  almost  entirely  of  Sophs, 


was  no  match  for  the  far  heavier  and  more  experi- 
enced Denver  eleven.  The  Tiger  offense  was  slow, 
although  on  defense  they  battled  bitterly.  It  was  a 
little  too  much  to  expect  that  a  green  team  might 
win  over  a  team  made  up  of  veterans  of  years  of 
experience.  A  series  of  injuries  after  the  first  few 
minutes  of  playing  kept  "Bully"  busy  substituting 
during  the  remainder  of  the  game.  The  Tigers 
lacked  the  zip  and  drive  necessary  to  make  Van  de 
Graaffs  offense  work. 

C.  C.  12;  WESTERN  STATE  0.  Stung  by  the 
defeat  handed  them  by  the  Pioneers,  the  Tigers  set 
out  with  a  will  to  chalk  up  their  13th  victory  over 
Western  State.  In  the  history  of  their  meetings  on 
the  gridiron,  C.  C.  has  never  bowed  her  head  in 
defeat  to  the  Mountaineers.  It  was  a  hard-fought 
battle  all  the  way,  with  the  Tigers  gaining  an  edge 
by  scoring  their  first  touchdown  early  in  the  game 
by  a  spectacular  lateral  pass  from  Neil  to  Mihalick.

C.  C.  0;  NEW  MEXICO  13.  The  Tigers  looked 
much  improved  since  the  game  with  Western  State. 
The  two  teams  played  on  relatively  equal  terms 
despite  the  evidence  of  the  score.  The  margin  of 
difference  in  favor  of  New  Mexico  was  Abie  Paiz, 
diminutive  halfback,  who  broke  away  again  and 
again  for  long  gains  which  were  directly  responsible 
for  the  first  touchdown.  His  excellent  passing 
paved  the  way  for  the  second  score.  The  Bengals 
played  their  heavier  opponents  even  in  yardage  and 
downs,  but  lost  scoring  chances  on  fumbles  and 
stolen  passes.  The  Tigers  showed  plenty  of  scrap 
right  down  to  the  final  gun.  Mihalick  was  the 
outstanding  man  on  the  field. 


C.  C.  13;  B.  Y.  U.  12.  The  Tigers  out-clawed 
and  out-fought  the  B.  Y.  U.  Cougars  in  what  was  a 
real. catf est  from  beginning  to  end.  It  was  a  tough 
and  even  fight  from  start  to  finish.  Each  team 
made  two  touchdowns  but  the  accurate  toe  of  Mc- 
Junkin  brought  the  Tigers  through  at  the  long  end 
of  the  score.  B.  Y.  U.  made  their  final  touchdown 
in  the  closing  minutes  of  the  game  but  were  unable 
to  convert  the  extra  point.  The  air  was  tense  as 
Warner  of  B.  Y.  U.  dropped  back  for  the  attempted 
kick,  which  was  blocked  by  Sinton.  This  was  the 
first  win  on  Utah  soil  since  "Bully"  has  been  coach- 
ing here.

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BUNNY  OAKES  of  C.  U.. called  the  C.  C.  line 
the  toughest  they  had  faced  in  the  Rocky  Mountain 
Conference.  It  was  over  the  line  via  passes  that 
C.  U.  made  most  of  their  yardage  and  two  of  their 
touchdowns.  Mihalick  was  nailed  behind  his  own 
goal  line,  which  netted  two  extra  points  for  C.  U. 
The  Tigers  stuck  to  straight  orthodox  football, 
using  none  of  the  tricks  from  "Bully's"  famous  bag 
as  had  been  expected. 

C.  C.  20;  MINES  0.  Colorado  College  ran 
roughshod  over  the  hapless  Miners  to  pile  up  a  score 
of  20-0.  It  was  the  Miners'  homecoming  and  they 
fought  hard,  but  were  no  match  for  the  much  im- 
proved Bengal  team.  The  game  was  played  on  a 
very  muddy  field  and  after  the  first  few  minutes  of 
play  the  players  were  smeared  from  head  to  foot. 
The  Tigers  scored  in  each  of  the  first  three  periods, 


winning  almost  at  will.  The  C.  C.  passing  attack 
showed  up  good  with  Mowry  and  Jolley  doing 
some  fine  passing.  A  brilliant  65-yard  run  by  Neil 
was  responsible  for  the  Tigers'  first  touchdown. 
The  144-pound  House  of  Mines  was  outstanding 
for  the  Orediggers. 

C.  C.  14;  MONTANA  0.  The  Tigers  struck 
twice  in  the  first  several  minutes  of  play  and  capital- 
izing two  Montana  fumbles,  put  two  touchdowns 
across  to  defeat  the  Bobcats,  14-0.  After  the  opening 
spurt  the  Tigers'  attack  bogged  down  and  went  no- 
where during  the  remainder  of  the  game.

through,  with  Sinton  and  Haines  outstanding.  Mi- 
halick,  C.  C.'s  plunging  fullback,  carried  the  ball 
35  times  for  a  total  gain  of  206  yards. 

C.  C.  0;  COLO.  AGGIES  0.  Greatly  encouraged 
by  their  victory  over  Montana,  the  Tigers  entered 
the  game  with  all  the  fire  and  fight  of  the  true  Tiger 
team.  This  was  the  line's  day  to  star  and  they  played 
as  a  superb  unit.  It  would  be  an  injustice  to  the  whole 
line  to  say  that  any  one  man  played  better  than  his 
teammates.  At  one  time  the  fast-charging  Tiger 
line  repulsed  the  Farmers  on  the  one-foot  line.  The 
Tigers  dominated  the  first  period  by  a  wide  margin 
and  were  inside  the  20-yard  line  twice,  but  lacked 
the  punch  to  carry  them  across.  C.  C.  tried  every 
trick  in  the  bag  with  little  success.  Both  teams 
battled  at  top  speed,  hoping  to  get  a  break  which 
would  give  them  the  game.     The  C.  C.  quarter- 


backs tried  to  jockey  into  a  favorable  position  from 
which  to  try  a  place  kick,  but  to  no  avail. 

This  was  a  game  of  games,  both  from  specta- 
tors' viewpoint  and  from  that  of  the  players.  Every 
man  was  at  his  best  and  every  man  will  remember 
this  game  with  a  feeling  of  pride  at  having  accom- 
plished something  worth  while. 

In  this  last  game  of  the  season  the  Tigers  really 
found  themselves;  for  the  first  time  they  were 
forged  together  into  a  close-knit,  cooperating,  fight- 
ing unit.  This  closing  spirit  bodes  well  for  the 
Tiger  team  next  year.  The  Tigers  had  a  successful 
1935  season  from  several  points  of  view.  Although 
they  finished  the  season  at  fifth  place,  the  only 
teams  above  them  are  those  from  schools  with  from 
7  to  12  times  more  man-power  to  pick  their  teams 
from.  C.  C.  heads  the  list  of  the  schools  which  are 
her  size  or  only  2  or  3  times  larger. 
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The  Tigers  developed  a  fine  spirit  during  the 
season  and  this  final  game  proved  that  they  had  a 
right  to  be  called  the  Fighting  Tigers.  If  Coach 
Van  de  Graaff  judges  a  successful  year  by  the 
amount  of  fight  his  teams  show,  then  this  football 
season  could  have  been  nothing  but  a  success. 

The  C.  C.-Aggie  game  ended  the  football 
careers  of  Captain  Henry  Preskar  and  Ray  Hess, 
who  graduate  this  spring.  Preskar  from  Aguilar 
was  a  fighting  Tiger  if  there  ever  was  one.  "Pop- 
eye"  never  missed  a  day  of  practice  unless  he  was 


seriously  injured  and  no  baling  wire  was  to  be 
found  to  fix  him  up  with..  The  Tigers  will  miss^ 
"Popeye"  in  more  ways  than  one. 

"Iron  Man"  Hess  also  leaves  the  Tiger  team  and 
he  will  be  sorely  missed.  Hess  lived  up  to  his 
name  in  every  game;  he  was  the  fastest,  hardest 
blocking  back  on  the  squad.  When  he  blocked  a 
man  he  stayed  blocked.  Ray  was  a  converted  line- 
man; his  speed  was  going  to  waste  in  the  line,  but 
it  was  used  very  effectively  in  the  backfield.  The 
backs  will  miss  his  splendid  interference  next  year.

C.  C.-WESTERN  STATE.  As  usual  the 
Tigers  and  the  Mountaineers  split  a  two-game 
series.  The  Tigers  won  the  first  game,  51-36. 
Western  State  came  back  in  the  second  game  and 
took  the  Tigers  to  the  tune  of  42-34.  The  Bengals 
were  as  definitely  "off"  as  they  had  been  "on"  the 
preceding  game.  The  series  proved  that  they  could 
play  together  and  there  were  spots  where  the  Tigers 
showed  championship  form. 

C.  C.-D.  U.  Again  the  Tigers  split  a  confer- 
ence series,  the  second  on  the  schedule.  C.  C.  failed 
to  click  in  the  capital  city  and  came  home  with  the 
short  end  of  a  57-34  score.  The  second  game  was 
different.  The  Tigers,  irked  by  the  defeat  of  the 
preceding  game,  piled  up  an  early  lead  and  kept  it 
until  the  final  gun.    The  score:  C.  C.  42-D.  U.  37. 

C.  C.-COLO.  STATE.  By  winning  a  two- 
game  series  with  Aggies,  the  Tigers  moved  into 
third  place  in  the  Eastern  Division  race  for  cham- 
pionship. The  game  was  rather  listless  until  the 
Tigers  fired  up  in  the  second  half  and  won,  50-23. 
The  second  game  was  much  better,  but  a  rejuve- 
nated Farmer  team  was  unable  to  overcome  the 
Fighting  Tigers. 

C.  C.-WYOMING.  Achieving  their  habitual 
split,  the  Tigers  lost  their  first  game  by  the  score  of 
35-28.  In  the  second  game  the  Tigers  came  through 
with  a  rally  in  the  second  half  to  eke  out  a  narrow 
victory  over  the  much-favored  Cowboy  five. 
Neither  team  showed  much  offense  but  C.  C.  got 
results  in  the  second  with  its  fast  break.  The  tight 
defense  of  the  Tigers  made  the  Cowboys  earn  every 
shot  they  were  able  to  take.  The  final  score  was 
24-23. 

C.  C.-MINES.  The  first  game  started  in  a  lack- 
adaisical fashion  with  the  Tigers  playing  far  short 
of  their  customary  style.  The  tilt  was  marred  by 
loose  ball  handling  by  both  the  Tigers  and  the 
Miners.     First   blood    was   drawn    by    the   Tigers,

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whose  initial  field  goal  was  made  by  Berg  at  the 
end  of  three  minutes  of  disinterested  tossing  the 
ball  to  and  fro.  C.  C.  led  17-9  at  the  half  and  the 
final  gun  found  them  in  the  lead  by  a  score  of  41- 
20.  In  the  second  game  C.  C.  jumped  into  the  lead 
in  the  early  minutes  and  stayed  there  for  the  re- 
mainder of  the  game  as  they  handed  the  Miners 
the  small  end  of  a  47-19  score.  The  Tigers  showed 
considerably  improved  form  but  did  not  exhibit 
their  customary  fast-breaking  game. 
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C.  C.-COLO.  U.  Closely  guarded  from  start  to 
finish  the  Tigers  were  unable  to  match  the  well- 
rounded  offense  which  the  Buffaloes  displayed. 
C.  C.  was  able  to  get  only  half  of  the  usual  at- 
tempts for  field  goals.  Berg  had  a  night  off  and 
his  shooting  was  not  nearly  as  good  as  usual.  The 
Tigers  rallied  in  the  final  period  but  were  unable 
to  overcome  Boulder's  lead.  The  game  ended  with 
C.  U.  leading,  25-18.     In  the  second  game  the  Ti-  0 

gers  led  by  one  point  at  the  half  and  came  back  |* 

strong  in  the  second  half  to  pile  up  an  impressive 
margin  which  was  never  threatened.  The  game 
started  with  C.  U.  scoring  7  points  in  the  first  two 
minutes  of  play.  From  then  on  they  were  held 
scoreless  while  the  Tigers  piled  up  an  11-7  lead. 
The  score  was  soon  tied  at  15  and  a  little  later  at 
17  all.  The  Tigers  gradually  forged  ahead  and 
ended  the  game  at  the  long  end  of  the  40-27  score. 

C.  C.-GREELEY.  The  Bears  pushed  into  the 
lead  in  the  first  half  and  led  all  the  way.  Although 
hard  pressed  most  of  the  time  by  the  fighting  Ti- 
gers, they  were  able  to  keep  their  edge  until  the  Christenson 
final  gun  gave  them  the  victory  with  a  score  of 
35-27. 
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The  Bengals  staged  a  stirring  rally  in  the  last 
half  and  slashed  the  Teachers'  lead  to  27-25  with 
six  minutes  left  to  play,  but  Greeley  tightened  up 
and  held  their  lead  to  the  finish. 

In  the  second  meeting  the  Tigers  played  an  in- 
spiring game,  downing  the  Pedagogues,  41-37.  The 
Bengals  performed  a  feat  probably  unprecedented 
in  conference  annals,  of  running  up  a  20-0  lead  in 
the  first  10  minutes.  A  clever  passing  attack  sup- 
plemented by  sharp  shooting  and  coupled  with  a 
tight  defense  enabled  the  Tigers  to  hold  the  be- 
fuddled Teachers  countless  for  that  time.  The 
Tiger  shooting  spree  stopped  short  while  the  Teach- 
ers scored  8  points  before  the  end  of  the  half.  In 
the  second  half  Greeley  whittled  down  the  Tiger 
lead  until  with  only  5  minutes  to  play  the  Tigers 
were  leading  by  only  31-30.  The  game  was  the 
hardest  and  fastest  of  the  season,  and  the  thrilling 
finish  was  a  fitting  climax  for  the  ending  of  the 
college  basketball  careers  of  Captain  Berg,  Potts 
Berglund,  Alton  Christenson,  and  Al  Costello,  all 
of  whom  graduate  this  spring.

The  Tigers  had  a  moderately  successful  season, 
taking  into  account  the  lack  of  a  well-balanced 
squad.  The  Tigers  had  their  strong  points  in  the 
following  events:  Distance  and  middle  distance 
runs,  broadjump,  high  jump  and  weights. 

In  the  quadrangular  meet  with  Greeley  State, 
Mines  and  Adams  Normal,  C.  C.  captured  first 
place  with  a  total  of  74^  points  to  50%  for  Mines, 
their  nearest  competitor.  C.  C.  won  seven  first 
places  and  tied  for  two  others. 

In  the  dual  meet  with  D.  U.  Ray  Hess,  high 
score  man,  threw  the  javelin  169  feet  and  recorded 
the  longest  spear  toss  ever  made  by  a  C.  C.  athlete. 
Hess'  throw  broke  the  all-time  C.  C.  record  of  166 
feet  5  inches  held  by  Stan  Ryerson. 


Jo  Irish  came  to  Colorado  College  in  1928  as 
the  first  graduate  manager  in  the  history  of  the 
institution.  Since  then  his  achievements  have  been 
many.  Besides  rescuing  the  athletic  department 
from  financial  chaos  he  has  developed  an  interest 
in  track  at  C.  C.  and  although  hampered  by  a  lack 
of  material  his  teams  have  established  a  goodly 
number  of  records  and  developed  many  individual 
stars. 

Irish  has  had  a  wealth  of  experience  in  track. 
At  Park  Hill  High  (Illinois)  he  was  a  member  of 
two  national  championship  teams.  At  Illinois  Uni- 
versity he  was  captain  of  the  freshman  track  team 
and  in  1916  was  a  member  of  the  Olympic  track 
team,  but  the  war  prevented  the  games  being  held. 
In  1917  he  was  chosen  as  broad-jumper  on  the 
mythical  All-American  team.

The  Tiger  tennis  team  was  responsible  for  the 
only  conference  championship  which  C.  C.  won 
during  the  current  year.  The  Bengals  started  the 
season  by  defeating  D.  U.  5-4.  They  won  four 
out  of  six  singles,  all  via  the  full  three-set  route, 
but  only  managed  to  take  one  out  of  three  sets 
of  doubles. 

In  the  Greeley  meet  Harold  Berglund's  two- 
set  victory  over  Neil  Williams  was  all  that  saved 
the  Tigers  from  complete  defeat.  The  score  was: 
Greeley  8,  C.  C.  1. 

The  next  week-end  the  Tigers  again  defeated 
D.  U.  for  the  eighth  straight  win  in  the  five  years 
of  intercollegiate  competition.  Berglund,  captain 
and  No.  1  man,  undefeated,  conquered  Sam  Sher- 
man, Pioneer  top  man,  in  straight  sets  to  establish 
himself  as  an  outstanding  contender  for  the  con- 
ference singles  championship. 

In  the  next  meet,  which  was  with  C.  U.,  Berg- 
lund suffered  his  first  defeat — at  the  hands  of  Mc- 


Clintic — in  a  three-set  battle  and,  as  a  result,  C.  C. 
went  down  to  defeat  to  the  tune  of  7-2. 

The^Tigers  entered  the  Eastern  Division  Con- 
ference Conclave  as  the  underdogs,  but  the  first 
day  of  the  meet  ended  with  the  racquet  swingers 
of  C.  C.  qualifying  two  singles  aces,  Berglund  and 
Hibbard,  and  a  strong  doubles  team  of  Berglund 
and  Bohon.  The  Bengals  led  in  the  team  score 
with  six  points.  Hibbard,  No.  2  man,  supplied 
the  upset  by  defeating  McClintic  of  C.  U.,  who  had 
previously  defeated  Berglund.  On  the  second  day 
Harold  Berglund  captured  the  eastern  division  sin- 
gles crown  by  defeating  Sherwin  of  D.  U.,  and 
with  this  victory  also  won  the  team  championship 
for  C.  C.  by  the  narrow  margin  of  one  point.  The 
Bengals  tallied  11  points  to  10  for  C.  U.  to  win 
the  championship.

Golf,  although  heing  a  game  that  is  played  the 
year  around,  had  the  misfortune  of  having  its 
college  tournaments  only  in  the  spring.  Misfor- 
tune because  of  the  numerous  other  sports  which 
are  being  enjoyed — baseball,  track,  tennis,  and' 
spring  football — all  of  which  detract  from  the  in- 
terest which  should  be  given  this  wonderful  game. 

Art  Doering,  the  outstanding  member  of  the 
1935  golf  team,  made  an  enviable  record  for  a 
college  man.  He  was  the  low  amateur  qualifying 
for  the  national  open  tournament  which  was 
played  at  Lakewood  last  May.  His  score  was  78. 
78 — 156,  the  best  posted  among  the  amateurs  com- 
peting.

Doering  was  4  up  at  the  end  of  the  morning 
eighteen  and  was  6  up  at  the  twentieth  hole. 
Hartman  rallied  to  win  three  consecutive  holes 
and  was  only  3  down  with  4  holes  to  play,  but 
Doering  halved  the  next  two  to  win  the  title  of 
Rocky  Mountain  individual  champion.
